Thi saa har Gud elsket 
Verden, at han gav sin 
Søn, den enbaame, for at 
hver den som tror paa 
ham, ikke skal fortabes, 
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NAAR GRUNDVOLDEN 
MANGLER 

Et par aar siden kom jeg tilfeldig¬ 
vis til at faa se en artikel i “Deco- 
rah-Posten” som jeg hadde isinde at 
skrive et lite svarbrev paa, men det 
blev lagt tilside den gang. Artikelen 
var skrevet av en mand fra Lloyd- 
minster, og bar overskriften, “En 
Million Sjæle.” 

Vedkommende skribent hadde 
øiensynlig set sig arg paa nogen al¬ 
vorlige og velmente udtalelser av Dr. 
J. C. K. Preus, og efter at ha gaat 
og tenkt sig om en tid, finder han 
det beleiligt at slaa et slag for sand¬ 
heten: “den lutherske lære er men- 
neskebud, ikke et grand bedre end 
pavekirken og J. F. Rutherfords tul.” 

Det var jo en dygtig salve! Hvor 
meget vedkommende kjender til “den 
lutherske lære” kan man jo ikke vite, 
men vi har en mistanke om at hans 
kundskaper strekker sig ikke synder¬ 
lig langt, tiltrods for hans oplysning 
om at han “har gaaet ud fra den 
lutherske kirke.” Han hadde vel en¬ 
gang sit navn paa en menighets med¬ 
lemsliste, men gjorde sig aldrig det 
besvær at lære sin egen kirke nær¬ 
mere at kjende. Det er desverre alt¬ 
for mange som befinder sig i en lig¬ 
nende stilling. De kjender kirkens 
navn men ikke dens væsen, og døm¬ 
mer gjerne hele samfundet paa 
grundlag av deres personlige kj end¬ 
skap til den lokale prest eller menig¬ 
het med hvem de kanske ikke kan 
enes om alle enkeltheter. 

Manden fra Lloydminster har fuld- 
stendig ret naar han siger at “endnu 
er ikke noget menneske (efter Adam) 
født fuldkommen, ei heller har noget 
menneske kunnet arbeide sig op til 
fuldkommenhed,” men han aabenba- 
"er sin egen vildfarelse ved at spørge 
om hvorfor vi skal “forlate os paa 
Luther og hans lære.” Denslags lere- 
setning hører ikke hjemme i den Lu¬ 
therske kirke. Men slik gaar det over 
og over igjen. Nesten alslags sver¬ 
mere og aandens ufredsstiftere fin¬ 
der snart et villig øre og et aapent 
hjerte der hvor deres ofre ikke er 
befestet i sandheten. 

Den lutherske kirke kan siges at 
være den naturlige frugt av en ærlig 
sjæls jagen efter forlik med Gud. 
Martin Luther søkte frelse paa den 
vei som Romerkirken foreskrev, i 
gode gjerninger. Men alt var forgjæ- 
ves indtil han endelig fandt fred og 
forløsning i Guds ord om retfærdig- 
gjørelse ved tro uten lovens gjernin¬ 
ger. Luthers udødelige fortjeneste og 
uvisnelige ære bestaar først og 
fremst i at han la bibelen, den hele, 
rene, *uforfalskede, og ubeskaarne 
bibel i almuens hænder ved at over- 
sætte den fra sprog som bare de lær¬ 
de forstod til et sprog (tysk) som 
tåltes i hytter og hus fra den ene 
ende av landet til den anden. 

Saa vi i den lutherske kirke skam¬ 
mer os ikke ved at mindes Martin 
Luther. Men vi tilber ham ikke. Vi 
har ingen helgen. Vi “forlater” os 
ikke paa nogen St. Martin. Vi paa- 
staar slet ikke at han var ufeilbar. 
Og hvad den “lutherske lære” an- 
gaar, saa er den egte luthersk bare 
saalangt som den stemmer overens 
med bibelen selv. For det er en av 
den lutherske kirkes hovedprincip- 
per at skriften maa forklare skriften, 
d.v.s., tvetydige, vanskelige steder i 
bibelen maa forklares av klare og ut¬ 
vetydige parallelle steder om hvis 
rette utlegning der ikke kan vere no¬ 
gen tvil. Man maa vel ha lov til at 
spørge, hvor er en tryggere “lære” at 
finde? 

En luthersk prest har liten tid til- 
overs for “menneskebud.” Hans for- 
kyndelse dreier sig ikke om Luther 
men om Jesus Kristus og Ham kors¬ 
festet. For han tror skriftens ord om 
at “der er ikke frelse i nogen anden; 
thi der er heller ikke noget andet 
navn under himmelen, givet blandt 
mennesker, ved hvilket vi skal bli 


frelste.” Han søker derfor ved Guds 
naade at lede sine tilhørere ved of¬ 
fentlig og privat formaning 'til at 
modta Ham som alene er Veien, Sand¬ 
heten, og Livet.

Solen staar rett over fjelkammen 
i vest.

Efter at den siste 
solstraale har slikket den høieste 
fjeltop, senker trope-natten sig mørk 
og med al sin mystik over landet. Med 
et er liksom alt liv opefter fjellsider- 
ne utslukket. En og anden open ild 
utenfor hytterne, og hundeglam i det 
fjerne er det eneste som vidner om 
at opefter fjelsiderne bor der folk. 

Mørket kommer pludselig paa dis¬ 
se breddegrader. Der er nesten ingen 
overgang, saasnart solen er nede er 
der mørkt. Der er ingen skumring. 
Mindes vel da jeg som liten gut 
hjemme i Norge maatte være ganske 
stille mens mørket faldt paa saa de 
voksne kunde faa “skumringsfred,” 
en liten hviletid før lampen tendtes 
og kveldsarbeidet begyndte. Det er 
forlenge siden forbi med det der og¬ 
saa. Elektrisk lys og rastløst jag har 
drevet skumringsfreden paa dør. Her 
er der som sagt ingen overgang. Det 
mystiske og hemmelighedsfulde som 
fulgte med skymringen har vi ikke, 
men trope-natten er full av mystik. 
Det er som den tar en paa sine 
myke vinger og bæren en ind i det 
ukjendte. 

Ovenfor er stjernerne. Der er de 
kjendte formasjoner som jeg husker 
fra min barndom, men der er noget 
paa stjernehimmelen som en ikke 
kan se hverken i Europa eller Nord 
Amerika. Det er “Sydkorset.” Et 
kors formet av fire stjerner og synlig 
fra mars til august. Merkelig at det¬ 
te kors er synlig i denne verdensdel, 
for der er vel intet sted hvor kors¬ 
merket er saa fremtrædende som i 
Syd Amerika. 

Den Katolske kirke har inført 
korsmerket i disse lande, men den 
har fornektet og fornekter kraften 
av Kristi kors. Forsoning og synds¬ 
forlatelse av naade som korset vidner 
om er ukjendt for dette folk. For dem 
er korset og korsmerket et tryllemid- 
del som skal bevare dem fra ondt og 
gi dem lykke og fremgang. I sin 
blindhed og uvitenhed tilber de, ikke 
den korsfestede og opstandne frelser, 
men korset. Dette er grunden til at 
vi finder kors sat op i huserne, spikret: 
op foran indgangen, opsat ute paa 
åkeren for aa gi god avling, og lang¬ 
setter veiene. Det reises ogsaa paa 
bakker og fjeltopper. Paa trods av 
alle kors sidder folket i det dypeste 
aandelige mørke. Det kan med sand- 
het siges at: “Tungt ruger mulm.” 

Hvilken ironi er ikke alle disse kors 
i dette land. Naar vi ser et kors uten¬ 
for et hjem, saa kan en være sikker 
paa at de som bor der intet vil ha 
med bibelen at gjøre, som for oss 
vidner om Kristi kors. Om den kom i 
deres eie, saa vilde de rive den i 
stykker eller brende den. Mange gaar 
til presten med den og han besørger 
brendingen, i mange tilfelder uten¬ 
for den katolske kirke.

NEW BIBLE CAMP IN ALBERTA 

Medicine Hat Circuit Luther League 
held its first Bible Camp eight miles south 
of Cluny, on the Indian Reservation, July 
24-31. This new Bible Camp brought 
home to us the truth of God’s Word: “But 
seek ye first the Kingdom of God, and 
His righteousness; and all these things 
shall be added unto you. How often we 
forget that the Kingdom of God must al- 
ways come first in all things. This was 
the great truth that was pointed out to us, 
that the life that wins is not the life wrap- 
ped up in earthly things, but the life that 
has found victory in Christ. 

God was good to us in that He found 
ways and means whereby we could ga- 
ther at Bible Camp here in Southern Al¬ 
berta. It was our privilege to have with 
us the Young People’s Luther League Pre¬ 
sident, Rev. A. M. Vinge. His classes in- 
cluded studies from the Epistle to the Ephe- 
sians, and discussions on problems in the 
Young People’s Luther League Work. Rev. 
E. Walker, from Medicine Hat, gave us 
a study on the missionary work in the 
Early Christian Church as found in the 
Book of Acts. Rev. I. Saugen of Calgary, 
who was the Camp Manager, lectured on 
Bible Doctrine. Mr. Adolph Odland, stu¬ 
dent pastor of Enchant, who was Dean of 
Men, instructed us in hymnology and mu¬ 
sic. Miss Thelma Bruhjell acted as Dean 
of Women. 

We may compare our Bible Camp to the 
sinful woman of Samaria who came to Ja-

In one sense, it can be said that 
we at Bible Camp also met Jesus and for¬ 
got our worries. Rev. Vinge brought out 
clearly the seriousness of being at Bible 
Camp, for here we came in contact with 
God’s Word. The choice was set before 
us: we either accept or reject it. To ac- 
cept it is to claim Christ as our personal 
Saviour and inherit the Kingdom of God. 
To reject it is to despise Christ and meet 
eternal death. The fruit of God’s Word 
at our camp brought many young people 
out of the valley of decision into a definite 
stand for Christ. Let us continue to pray 
for our Luther League work so many more 
can be won for Christ. 

The success of the camp was voiced by 
all who attended it. Though we cannot 
measure success by numbers, yet the fact 
that fifty-two young people registered must 
be an indication of the interest in the 
Bible Camp Movement in Southern Alber¬ 
ta, and also that twenty-five camp mem- 
bers joined the Pocket Testament Move¬ 
ment. 

As soldiers of Christ let us go forward 
as a militant and united band for holding 
and winning the youth of Christ.

The New School Year 

The time has come to center at- 
tention upon the new school year. 
We are not thinking only of the 
school year at the Seminary, even 
though that happens to be our pri- 
mary responsibility. For the interests 
of the Seminary are very intimately 
connected with the interests of our 
other schools at Camrose and Out¬ 
look. 

The Bible Schools are recruiting 
institutions for the Seminary. The 
Bible School course serves both to 
clarify the young man’s personal re- 
lationship to God and to make him 
more sensitive to the call of God for 
service in the Kingdom. Consequent- 
ly it quite often happens that a 
young man comes to the Bible School 
with the intention of taking only a 
brief course, but when that course 
is completed, he finds in his heart 
and conscience an insistent urge that 
he continue to prepare himself for 
fulltime service in the Church as 
pastor or missionary. 

What is begun in this way at the 
Bible School is therefore continued 
at Camrose College and the Sem¬ 
inary.

But we who are working at these 
schools realize very keenly that we 
need the cooperation of our pastors 
and congregations.

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the harvest that He send forth la- 
borers into His harvest.” 

And those who faithfully and 
obediently observe this command find 
that their prayers for laborers do not 
remain vague and general, but tend 
to become personal and specific. The 
Spirit of Prayer guides us in this 
way. And questions arise: Possibly 
the Lord wants me ? If I am redeemed 
by His grace and belong to Him, why 
should not 1 give my life in His ser¬ 
vice? And to the pastor who off ers 
this prayer the thought will come, 
possibly the Lord wants this or that 
young man to become a minister of 
the Word. I must speak to him 
about it. 

And so the praying young man 
finds in the praying pastor a wise and 
conscientious advisor. I assume that 
most of us who are in the ministry 
today remember, when we were 
burdened with this problem of what 
to do with our life, how sorely we 
needed the counsel of mature Chris¬ 
tians, and how deeply we appreciated 
it. Let us not fail to give the young 
men of today the Christian guidance 
and encouragement they need. This 
applies not only to us pastors, but 
also to other mature Christians in 
our congregations, who obediently 
to the Lord’s command are praying 
the Lord of the harvest “to send 
forth laborers into His harvest.” 

The Luther League conventions 
and Bible Camps have given refresh- 
ing evidences of the fact that the 
Holy Spirit is at work among our 
young people. But what is begun in 
these groups must be continued at 
our Bible Schools, at Camrose College 
and at the Seminary, if the young 
men whom the Lord would give to 
His Church for full-time service, are 
really to become pastors and mis¬ 
sionaries in the Church. 

And it is the special responsibility 
of the pastors and elders of the 
Church to search them out, pray for 
them, guide them, encourage them 
and help them on the way, that they 
may not be “disobedient unto the 
heavenly Vision.” (Acts 26, 19).

WHAT DOEST THOU HERE? 

1 Kings 19:9. 

The question of our text was ad- 
'dressed by God to the prophet Elijah. 
To him God had given a work to do, 
that of turning the people of Israel 
from the worship of Baal to the wor- 
ship of the only true God. He had 
performed that work faithfully until 
after the dramatic contest on Mt. 
Carmel when he had vindicated the 
truth of his message by calling down 
fire from heaven. 

But immediately after this notable 
victory EJijah took a vacation from 
the work God had given him to do. 
A message came from Queen Jezebel 
ordering him to leave the country 
if he wished to save hia life. An over- 
whelming despondency swept over 
the prophet. Were all his zealous ,ef- 
forts for the Lord to accomplish no- 
thing? Would the only result be fur- 
ther hardship and danger to him- 
self ? Dejected at the aeeming failure 
of his work, and despairing of ever 
accomplishing that work, he leaves 
Israel. 

Elijah was yet a child of God, 
though a disobedient child. As His 
child, God continued to watch over 
him and to provide for him on his 
forty day journey. But at the end of 
that journey the question of God 
came to him, “Elijah, what are you 
doing here? Is this the work I have 
given you to do? Is this the place 
assigned by Me for your labor?” 

Not many of us would dare claim 
Elijah’s strength of character, nor 
his magnificent testimony for God. 
But most of us must share his failing, 
in that we become easily discouraged 
in the Christian walk of life. Too of- 
ten we feel like saying, “What’s the 
use of carrying on in our work? No- 
body seems to appreciate us and our 
endeavors. There seem to be no re- 
sults at all.” 

We forget that the important 
question for us is not the difficulties 
connected with our work, nor the lack 
of results. The important question 
for us is whether or not we are do¬ 
ing God’s will. If we are doing the 
work God has given ua to do, we are 
to be concerned about doing that 
work faithfully, knowing that it is 
God who will give the results. All 
that is asked of a soldier is to faith¬ 
fully perform and fulfill the orders 
given him by his commanding officer. 
This ia all that is asked of the soldier 
of Jesus Christ as well. 

The soldier of Jesus Christ is not 
to be concerned about his eaae, nor 
his comfort, nor the praise of 
others, nor his safety. As soon as he 
runs away from the work given him 
by God to do because of theae con- 
siderations, he is unfaithful to the 
task God has given him. Paul suf- 
fered much in performing the work 
that God had given him to do. He in 
his writings offers no easy path for 
the faithful follower of Christ. He 
declares: “All that would live godly 
in Christ Jesus shall suffer persecu- 
tion.” When he instructs Titus about 
his work in Crete he painta a rather 
dark picture of conditions there; but 
he also states, “For this cause left 
I thee in Crete, that thou shouldest 
set in order the things that are 
wanting.” 

What ia needed in the Church of 
Jesus Christ today is men and women 
who will not run away from the dif- 
ficult tasks given them by God to 
do; who will not shirk the unpleasant 
jobs that need to be done; who will 
not despise the little bita of work 
that attract no attention; who are 
willing even to lay down their lives in 
fulfilling the will of God for their 
lives on earth. When we are tempted 
to discouragement in our living for 
Jesus, may we be strengthened by 
the promise, “My beloved brethren, 
be ye stedfast, unmoveable, alwaya 
abounding in the work of the Lord, 
forasmuch as ye know that your 
labor is not vain in the Lord.”

“I am the true vine, and my Father is 
the husbandman.” John 15:1. 

Our Savior’s words in the fifteenth chap- 
ter of the Gospel according to John will be 
the basis for a series of brief devotional 
meditations to appear in this column. This 
chapter is precious alike for the sublime 
truths it states, and for the simple man- 
ner in which they are presented. 

Jesus declares, “I am the true vine.” A 
little child knows what a vine is. It knows 
that plants must have a central stem. 
Without a healthy stem no plant can be 
vigorous and strong. The branches can¬ 
not live apart from the stem or vine. 

In this simple way Jesus teaches that 
etemal life depends on a vine, too. That 
vine is different from all other vines, for 
the true vine is Jesus Himself. Etemal 
life is not to be found outside of Him. 

Many storms have battered the true vine. 
Satan and his hosts have assailed Him with 
all their fury. But the vine is still true. 
The husbandman—the farmer or gardener 
we would say—is none other than God 
the Father. He prepared the see-bed over 
a period of 4000 years before His vine ap- 
peared to men. When they rejected Him 
and seemed even to destroy Him, the hus¬ 
bandman was faithfully guarding His vine. 
So He is still the true vine, and always 
will be. 

Are you growing on this vine? 


Is Your Sweetheart a Christian? 

“Congratulations, Bob! I’m so happy 
to hear of your engagement. 1’ve never 
met your sweetheart but I am sure she 
must be a fine girl. She is a Christian, 
isn’t she, Bob?” What an embarrassed 
look Bob gave Jim in response to that 
question. He was stunned. Words 
wouldn’t come. Blushingly he finally 
stuttered, “I—I think so, Jim.” 

Poor Bob! He had never thought of 
that question—“Is she a Christian?” Why 
hadn’t,he faced that before? Martha was 
soon to be his bride. She was so perfect 
in every way. Surely she must be a Chris¬ 
tian. But why hadn’t they talked about 
Christianity? They had never even prayed 
together. Neither had they ever read their 
Bibles together. Oh, they had talked in 
general about church, and had even at- 
tended church worship and Luther League 
together, but they had never really faced 
the issue of whether or not they were real¬ 
ly saved in Christ. 

Bob’s heart now ached, because like a 
flash he realized that they had left Christ 
out of their courtship. Martha was such 
a good scout. He could share his joys 
and sorrows with her and somehow she 
would always understand and be of help 
and encouragement. But now he realized 
that they had not shared Christ together, 
and they were to be married in a few weeks. 

Bob had made that mistake that hun- 
dreds of our young people make. He 
wanted a Christian home and hoped they 
could have family devotion, but he had 
never faced that issue with his bride-to- 
be. What a mistake! Why are there so 
many young couples even within our 
churches who do not establish family al¬ 
tars in their new hornes? Simply because 
sweethearts have not faced Christ toge¬ 
ther during courtship. The family altar 
should be erected during courtship days. 
Christian young people will and should 
share God’s Word and pray together in 
the romantic days that lead to the mar- 
riage altar. Sweethearts together inviting 
Jesus to be the Savior, Lord and King of 
their personal life, and then inviting Je¬ 
sus to be the Head of the house that shall 
be established on the coming wedding day, 
have found the road that leads to a happy 
Christian home. Bride and bridegroom 
should have a personal assurance of the 
presence of Jesus at their wedding feast 
because together they have committed this 
sacred day and their new home into His 
loving care. This is the right way to be- 
gin a Christian home. 

After fifteen years of wedded life one 
man said, “My wife and I have been hap¬ 
py together. The only thing that has mar- 
red our happiness at all is that we belonged 


to different churches. It has always been 
a problem as to whether our children 
should go with their mother to her church 
or come with me to mine.” Then he ad- 
ded significantly, “I would advise all young 
people to marry within their own church.” 

Another man came to his pastor to ar¬ 
range for his wedding. In the course of 
the conversation he remarked, “Of course, 
my bride-to-be attends a church of a dif¬ 
ferent denomination.” The pastor quick- 
ly responded, “What are you going to do 
about church in your new home?” “Oh,” 
he answered, “we haven’t discussed that.” 
Another mistake. 

Figures show that there are thousands 
of churchless children in America with pa- 
rents divided on church membership. The 
easiest solution seems to be to stay away 
from church altogether. One Lutheran mo¬ 
ther whose husband belonged to a different 
denomination said, “I haven’t had the 
children baptized because we couldn’t agree 
as to where we should go. There was al¬ 
ways an argument when we approached 
the subject, so I decided it was better to 
let the matter rest.” 

Young people! Take Christ into your 
love affairs. Be sure that you can share 
Christ with your future wife or husband. 
Now during your courtship days is the time 
to build your family altar. Stop and pro- 
ject yourselves from the bliss of romantic 
love-making to the reality of your future 
home life. The normal way of life is to 
have children in the home. Will your bride 
be a warm-hearted Christian mother for 
the boys and girls that you hope God will 
give you? Will she be able to pray for 
them and teach them how to pray? Will 
she be anxious to share God’s Word with 
you and the family? Will your wife or 
husband be a real help in keeping your 
children for God? 

At your wedding altar Jesus Christ will 
say to you, “Have ye not read that He 
who created them from the beginning made 
them male and female, and said, For this 
cause shall a man leave his father and 
mother, and shall cleave to his wife; and 
the twain shall become one flesh? What 
therefore God hath joined together, let not 
man put asunder” (Matt. 19: 4-6). God’s 
Word also says, “Be ye not unequally 
yoked together with unbelievers; for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with unright- 
eousness? and what communion hath light 
with darkness?” (II Cor. 6:14).

Hence our 
accomplishments are accordingly. We 
expect little from God because we 
look at ourselves instead of at the 
greatness of God. Paul dared much 
in Christ. Therefore the following

“Now unto Him that is able to do 
exceeding abundantly above all that 
we ask or think, accoring to the 
power that worketh in us, unto Him 
be glory in the Church by Christ Je¬ 
sus throughout all ages world with r 
out end. Amen.” May God make us 
unsatisfied with our present accom¬ 
plishments in our League work and 
may He cause us to lay hold with 
new determination on His precious 
promises filled with power to win 
many souls for His Kingdom. 
Leaguers! take courage. “If God be 
for us, who can be against us?” 
(Rom. 8:31). Through Chrisfs own 
word, we as workers in His Church 
have been given the keys that unlock 
the treasure houses of God’s Heaven.
